Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

This  Report  for  the  year  I960  on  matters  relating  to  public  health  in  the 
District  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular 
l/6l  . 

The  estimated  population  of  the  District  has  risen  from  23,240  in 
1951  to  31,600  in  mid-year  I96O0 

During  the  past  ten  years  3*536  new  dwellings  have  been  erected. 

Sixty  unfit  dwellings  were  closed  or  demolished  under  statutory  procedures 

in  the  same  period. 

The  birth  rate  was  higher  than  in  any  other  District  in  the  County. 

Live  births  numbered  745  ”  an  increase  of  168  over  the  1959  figure. 

Deaths  in  1959  and  I960  totalled  318  and  332  respectively;  the 
corresponding  adjusted  death  rates  were  12.3  and  12.19® 

Notifiable  diseases,  with  the  exception  of  pneumonia  and  tuberculosis, 
caused  no  fatalities.  Cases  notified  were  whooping  cough  38,  scarlet 
fever  24,  dysentery  7,  measles  6,  food  poisoning  3,  and  puerperal  pyrexia 

Again  there  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  but  the  occurrence  of  outbreaks 
elsewhere  in  the  country  emphasises  that  it  continues  to  be  necessary  to 
administer  protective  inoculations  in  infancy  and  maintenance  inoculations 
at  intervals  subsequently.  Every  facility  and  encouragement  is  given  for 
parents  to  have  their  children  thus  protected  at  the  clinics  or  by  their . 
family  doctors.  Available  protective  measures  include  vaccination  (against 
smallpox)  and  inoculations  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus  (in 
the  form  of  a  combined  inoculum),  and  poliomyelitis.  The  response  in  this 
District  to  these  facilities  is  good  but  there  is  room  for  improvement 
particularly  in  respect  of  poliomyelitis.  At  the  present  time  children 
between  five  and  twelve  years  old  are  being  given  a  fourth  protective  dose 
against  poliomyelitis. 

Deaths  from  accident  in  the  home  from  1951  to  i960  are  analysed  on  page 
10  in  the  Report.  They  numbered  29.  In  the  same  period  motor  vehicles 
caused  the  death  of  36  residents.  Of  the  fatal  accidents  in  the  home 
fifteen  were  due  to  falls,  four  resulted  from  burns,  one  was  caused  by 
barbiturate  poisoning  and  nine  were  due  to  carbon  monoxide  poisoning. 
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details  of  the  circumstances  of  these  accidents  are  not  available  but  some 
at  least  may  have  been  readily  preventable  .  Thus  the  cases  of  fatal  burns 
were  female  —  three  of  them  elderly  —  whose  clothing  had  caught  fire. 

Four  died  as  the  result  of  falls  downstairs.  One  person  had  fallen  over 
an  electric  wire.  These  factors  suggest  certain  precautionary  measures. 
Fireguards  should  always  be  available  and  used.  A  gate  on  the  top  of  the 
stairs  and  a  hand  rail  on  the  stairs  are  not  difficult  to  provide.  The 
fatal  fall  over  an  electric  wire  recalls  the  unnecessary  hazards  that  are 
sometimes  strewn  about  the  floors.  The  case  of  barbiturate  poisoning  is 
a  reminder  that  elderly  folk  are  sometimes  confused  and  that  drugs  should 
be  kept  in  a  safe  place  -  certainly  not  on  the  bedside  table.  Some 
accidents  due  to  carbon  monoxide  poisoning  might  be  prevented  by  the 
installation  of  specially  adapted  gas  appliances  which  are  becoming  avail¬ 
able  for  the  use  of  elderly  or  physically  handicapped  persons. 

A  review  of  relevant  subjects  and  statistical  tables  are  submitted 
elsewhere  in  the  Report.

taps  are  periodically  submitted  for  bacteriological  tests  and  have 
satisfactory. 
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Approximately  forty  dwellings  draw  their  supply  from  shallow-bore  wells. 

In  recent  years  the  number  of  homes  using  water  from  these  sources  has  been 
considerably  reduced  by  the  installation  of  a  mains  supp  y«  requen  P 
are  taken  from  the  wells  for  bacteriological  tests.  Sometimes  the  samp 
are  reported  upon  as  being  satisfactory  but  during  the  year  thirteen  samples 
were  the  subject  of  adverse  reports*  Users  are  advised  that  the  water  should 
be  boiled  before  being  consumed.  The  water  is  not  plumb o- solvent. 

Refuse  Collection: 

Refuse  is  taken  to  the  refuse  destructor  plant  at  Charlton  where  it  is 
processed  prior  to  disposal  at  the  nearby  gravel  pit.  These  works  provide 
for  refuse  from  Twickenham,  Sunbury  and  Staines  and  are  operated  by  the 
Twickenham  Borough  Council.  The  presence  of  so  much  water  in  the  pit  explicates 
the  disposal  and  nuisance  frequently  arises  from  odours  and  insects. 


Sewerage : 

The  greater  part  of  the  District  has  been  sewered  in  connection  with  the 
West  Middlesex  Main  Drainage  Works. 

About  160  cesspools  remain  in  use  despite  the  considerable  reduction  in 
their  number  in  the  past  few  years  in  consequence  of  the  extension  of  sewers  to 
the  River  Ash  and  Fairholme  Estates,  Kenton  Avenue  and  Kempton  Avenue. 

Caravan  sites  and  some  dwellings  along  the  riverside  are  provided  with 
chemical  closets. 


Open  Air  Swimming  Bath: 

The  open  air  swimming  bath  was  reported  on  in  the  Report  for  the  year  1959. 
Work  on  improvements  and  the  installation  of  a  filtration/ohlonnation  plant 
prevented  it  being  used  during  the  I960  season. 

Three  single  cases  were  notified  and  investigated.  The  vehicle  of 
infection  and  the  organism  concerned  were  not  identified. 


Dysentery ; 

The  seven  cases  notified  and  investigated  were  of  the  bacillary  type  -  one 
being  caused  by  the  flexner  and  six  by  the  sonne  bacillus.  The  source  of 
these  infections  could  not  be  traced.

With  regard  to  the  samples  shown  on 
that  list  as  being  unsatisfactory  I  add  the  following  comments

The  bakery  where 
the  cake  was  prepared  was  undergoing  at  this  time 
extensive  rebuilding  and  repairs.,  A  normally  high 
standard  of  cleanliness  was  maintained  in  the 
bakery,  and  it  was  considered  that  the  insect 
entered  the  cake  as  a  result  of  the  rebuilding,  An 
official  caution  was  issued. 

Fish  -  a  purchase  of  smoked  haddock  fillet  proved  to  be  in 

fact  smoked  whiting  fillet.  An  official  caution  was 
issued. 


"Merchandise  Marks  Act ; 

The  majority  of  the  inspection  work  carried  out  under  the  provisions 
of  the  above  Act  relates  to  ensuring  that  the  requirements  of  the 
various  Marking  Orders  made  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1926 
are  complied  with.  These  Orders  apply  to  the  marking  of  the  country 
of  origin  on  imported  foodstuffs,  principally  meat,  apples,  tomatoes, 
currants,  raisins,  sultanas,  bacon,  ham,  poultry,  butter  and  honey, 
upon  sale  and  exposure  for  sale.  Inspections  were  made  at  83 
premises  of  1 88  displays  of  these  foodstuffs.  Minor  infringements 
detected  were  dealt  with  by  verbal  warning. 


This  Order  requires  prepacked  food  to  be  marked  with  the  name  and 
address  or  with  the  registered  trademark  of  the  packer  or  labeller. 
It  also  requires  such  food  to  be  labelled  with  its  common  or  usual 
name  (if  any)  and  in  the  case  of  a  compounded  food  with  the  names  of 
the  ingredients  in  descending  order  of  proportion  by  weight.  It 
also  controls  the  manner  in  which  the  presence  of  vitamins  and 
minerals  is  disclosed,  and  prescribes  specific  labelling  of  certain 
foods.  A  total  of  474  articles  of  prepacked  food  was  examined  at 
49  different  premises  to  ascertain  whether  there  was  compliance  with 
the  above  Order. 


"False  and  Misleading  Descriptions : 

Food  advertisements  and  labels  have  been  scrutinised  for  false  and. 
misleading  statements  and  descriptions.  Work  under  this  heading  is 
combined  with  inspections  under  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act  and  the 
Labelling  of  Food  Order.  Corrective  action  taken  within  the  whole 
area  of  the  County  has  equal  effect  within  the  sub-district.  No 
serious  infringements  were  disclosed,  but  examples  where  corrective 
action  was  sought  are  as  follows  :- 

Oranges,  tangerines  and  grapefruit  described 
as  "seedless"  were  found  to  contain  seeds. 

Cream  doughnuts  and  jam  cream  sponge  found  to 
contain  imitation  cream.

To  the  Cha irman  and  Members  of  the  Council . 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  I960. 

The  work  of  the  department  has  been  steady  and  has  been  concerned,  amongst 
other  matters,  with  the  clearance  of  unfit  dwellings,  the  remedy  of  housing 
defects,  meat  inspection,  the  inspection  of  gravel  pits  being  filled  and  the 
inspection  of  food  premises.  * 

It  is  difficult  to  assess  the  immediate  effect  of  this  work  upon  the  health 
of  the  community  but  one  is  confident  that  all  efforts  to  improve  the  general 
standard  of  hygiene  and  sanitary  conditions  are  worthwhile. 

A  degree  of  priority  has  again  been  given  to  the  rehousing  of  families  from 
sub-standard  dwellings  and  eleven  families  were  rehoused  during  the  year.  The 
Council's  last  stage  of  the  present  five-year  slum  clearance  programme  was  com¬ 
menced  but  it  will  be  necessary  to  begin  a  further  programme  to  deal  with  the 
remaining  sub-standard  properties  in  the  area.  Insufficient  use  is  being  made  by 
landlords  of  the  facilities  to  improve  tenanted  properties  by  the  addition  of  modern 
amenities  and  it  would,  I  am  sure,  be  revealing  if  we  knew  just  how  many  houses  in 
this  age  do  not  enjoy  the  amenities  we  take  for  granted  in  the  form  of  constant 
hot  water,  baths  and  indoor  lavatories. 

In  connection  with  meat  inspection  at  two  private  slaughterhouses  in  the 
District  it  was  gratifying  to  note  that  the  amount  of  meat  infected  with 
tuberculosis  continued  to  decline. 

The  Council  gave  further  consideration  to  the  establishment  of  a  smoke 
control  area  under  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  but  decided  not  to  proceed  to  form 

such  an  area. 

Ify  thanks  are  due  to  members  of  the  Council  and  staff,  particularly  members 
of  the  Public  Health  Department,  for  their  co-operation  and  willing  assistance 

during  the  year

The  Factories  Act,  1959 ,  relieved  local  authorities  of  their  obligation  to 
inspect  factories  to  ascertain  the  adequacy  of  the  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire 
and  this  duly  was  transferred  to  the  Middlesex  County  Council  Fire  Service  from 
1st  December,  I960.  Prior  to  this  date  seven  certificates  were  issued  during  the 
year  and  a  total  of  thirty-two  current  certificates  were  handed  over  to  the  Fire

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

In  August,  I960,  I  submitted  a  report,  at  the  Council's  request,  as  to  the 
possibility  of  establishing  a  Smoke  Control  area  within  the  District.  The 
Council  generally  felt  that  no  serious  problem  existed  so  far  as  smoke  emission 
is  concerned  and  decided  not  to  proceed  with  the  establishment  of  an  area. 

A  standard  atmospheric  deposit  gauge  was  in  use  during  the  year  to  provide 
information  as  to  the  level  of  grit  and  dust  fall-out  in  various  parts  of  the  area.

Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations: 

Seventy-two  premises  are  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream. 

There  are  no  manufacturers  of  ice  cream  in  the  District  and  most  traders  sell 
only  prepacked  ice  cream  of  well-known  firms. 

Samples  of  ice  cream  are  periodically  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination. 


Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection: 

Once  more  it  has  been  possible  to  achieve  100  per  cent  inspection  of  all 
animals  slaughtered  in  the  two  local  slaughterhouses. 

The  total  number  of  animals  killed  fell  slightly  during  the  year  but  the 
hours  of  slaughtering  remained  irregular,  necessitating  inspection  to  be  carried 
out  during  evenings  and  at  weekends. 

The  Council  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food 
their  Report  upon  three  slaughterhouses  as  required  by  the  Slaughterhouses  Act, 
1958,  and  the  Report  was  accepted  by  the  Minister  in  October,  I960.  At  two 
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slaughterhouses  improvements  were  carried  out  and  very  little  remained  at  the  end 
of  the  year  to  be  undertaken  to  comply  with  the  requirements  set  out  in  the 
Report .  The  third  slaughterhouse,  which  had  been  use  for  about  eighty  years,  and 
had  in  recent  years  been  used  for  the  slaughter  of  horses,  closed  down.. 

The  two  remaining  premises  continued  to  be  used  as  Deadweight  Certification 
Centres  for  pigs  in  connection  with  the  Government  Fatstock  Guarantee  Scheme . 

The  number  of  pigs  certified  by  your  inspectors  as  being  eligible  for  guarantee 
payment  was  2,628,  and  the  Council  received  £82  for  undertaking  this  service  on 
behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

An  Exchequer  grant  of  £34  towards  the  Council's  cost  of  meat  inspection  for 
the  twelve  months  ended  31st  March,  1961,  was  made.
